There is an Agency 
standing group of behavioral scientists in being, comprised 
of a psychiatrist, a psychologist and an analyst, with other 
cleared consultants in support.

intelligence for use in task force operations.” They could 
or course, _ suggest the importance and desirability of tap- * 
ping certain categor ies of sources for the kind of infor- 
mation that xvould enhance their deliberations. 

3. We must also point out that Agency participation in 
such a group would have to be confined to matters of inter- 
iiational terrorism. We could not participate in cases 
involving purely domestic incidents. 

4. We would appreciate being kept informed of the 
status of the Resource Group, and rvill be glad to name our 
i epresentative once the Group is formalized. 
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
